NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., June

It is pay, pay, pay and the medi- 
! ators and delegates to the mediat­ 
ion conferences are paying

When it is all put down 
in cold figures the cost of the con-j 
ferenees here will he astounding, j 
After the first flurry when special j

and near-diplomats j 
| from every direction flocked intoNi- 
: agara Falls, the colony lias now sim­ 
mered down until there are approx­ 
imately 56, including the mediators 
and their suites, the Americans, Mex­ 
icans, and newspaper correspondents. 
A conservative estimate of the ave­ 
rage cost of “ mediating” to each of 
these 56 is $25 a day in hotel Iii lls, 
meals and automobile 
hire.

make^ the average daily ordinary 
■“ living expenses” of 
the 
colony 
$1400 per day. 
Figuring on this 
basis mediation in the Mexican trou­ 
ble has cost $39.20ft. 
But war for 
the same length of time would have 
cost far more, not to mention oasual- 
ities. 
This does not, of course include 
the salaries of clerks and the various 
secretaries of the three mediators, 
the American and Mexican delega­ 
tion. 
There is also the inestiniata- 
ble amount spent in telegraph tolls

DESCRIBES LIFE AT THE CAMP 


Tells of Camp Activities 
During Fortnight Spent 
in the Out of 
Doors

Under the caption “ Camping on the 
Mississippi,’ the current issue of “ The 
Echo,” official organ of the Bethany 
Ladies’ college of Mankato, Minn., 
contains a most interesting article 
upon the sum m er camp of the La 
Crosse Y. W. C. A. at Riverside. The 
article was written by Miss Theodora 
Bittner, a member of the Bethany 
college faculty, formerly a leacher 
in the German Lutheran Parochial 
school in this city. Miss Bittner was 
one of the many girts who enjoyed 
the opportunity presented by the Y. 
\V. C. A. camp for an ideal outing. 
The article, in part, follows: 
“ Fresh air and healthful exercises 
are essential to good health; and so 
is relaxation from the daily eoil and 
labor of the mind and of the body. 
Without fresh air— and a good share 
of it, too— and daily physical exer­ 
cise, a person becomes indolent, mor­ 
ose and sickly, or even seriously ill.

“ The camp was located about a 
mile and a half from one of Wiscon­ 
sin’s most beautiful cities, on the 
hanks of the Mississippi, just where 
that stream is divided into East and 
West channel. We slept in a house­ 
boat. 
The roof of our nightly lodg­ 
ing place was flat and covered with 
tin. and had a railing 
and

which we soon learned to do. 
“ The cottage, situated about a hu n ­ 
dred feet from the houseboat, con­ 
tained a rest room, which also serv­ 
ed as dressing room after a swim;

JUSTICE iARSHMJ. 
HITS EUGENIC LAW 


Files His Dissenting Opin­ 
ion Saying Law Reflects 
on All Candidates 
for Marriage 


MADISON, Wis., June in. — The 
eugenics marriage law was charac- j 
teriz.ed today as an act which 
un- j 
duly casts suspicion of immorality 
and criminality of most serious n a ­ 
ture upon every male candidate, pres. 
ent, prospective or possible, for the 
marriage state.T by Justice R. D. 
Marshall of the supreme court in a 
dissenting opinion. 
The majority of 
the court sustained the validity 
of 
tho law in an opinion by Chief Ju s­ 
tice J .R. Winslow last Wednesday. 
Justices Timlin and Barnes filed con­ 
curring opinions and Justice Vinje 
j concurs with the dissenting opinion 
I of Justice Marshall. 
Justice Mar- 
! shall gives nine specific reasons why 
he cannot agree with the majority 
(opinion of the court declaring that 
J it 
was the duty of the court "to 
i condemn the act in question as sub- 
j vert!ve of constitutional liberty and 
! right." 
In his opinion 
the justice says: 
j “The law imposes such an impres­ 
sive burden upon all such candidates 
as to prove incompetency to enjoy 
the natural right of marriage, or so 
take such right a way without justi- 
j boation in many cases, and restrains 
I its exercise generally, as to elficient- 
j Iv discourage an institution which is 
j absolutely essential 
to public wel- 
j fare, and so recognized and proteot- 
• ed by the fundamental law. 
By so 
I oppressively interfering with the con. 
s st it ii tlona I right 
of marriage as to 
partially or 
wholly 
destroy 
that. 
. right, the tendency will inevitably 
be to promote immorality and social 
and racial retrogression. 
The penal 
feature is so severe as to destroy free- 
| dom of appeal to the law of the land 
for redress. 
To so read the law as 
to take from it any of these infirm­ 
ities is to go outside the judicial field 
and make a law. 
Importance of Law 
"I think I as fully appreciate as 
anyone the importance of social pur­ 
ity and the protection of the newly 
elected mothers of the races to come 
from contamination 
and suffering; 


I but there is reason in all things, and 
there is a realm beyond, and between 
j the two stands the constitution. Re- 
j moval of all responsibility for self 
I care would eventually result in a 
I weak and degenerate race. 
Undue 
j regulation of the ordinary affairs and 
i rights tends to produce the very con- 
; dition they are aimed to prevent, or 
I something worse, and are self de- 
i struct ive where not unconstitutional, 
j 
"I have aimed to state my views 
; of the legislation in question in its 
constitutional aspects, with a mini­ 
mum of discussion of the enactment 
in detail, preferring 
to formulate, 
concisely, elementary principles, as­ 
sociated with a few abservations ap­ 
propriate to the situation, and trust 
the reader to apply them to the act 
and the court’s opinion as they will 
he found in the report of this case. 
If those principles, briefly illustrat­ 
e d , without the aid of judicial d e c ­ 
isions, do not efficiently indict 
and 
j condemn the enactment, they 
will 
j show much clearer the grounds for 
my opinion than lengthy discussion 
j would, and will be more likely to be 
I helpful in respect to future legisla- 
' tive efforts."

Act Seemed Radical 
"This act seemed radical in those 
days," said Justice Winslow. ‘‘When 
it came before the supreme court

Crawford said of it th at it certainly 
goes far towards clothing one class 
of females with strange and manly 
attributes, yet it is a meritorious 
statute, designed to remedy a sup­ 
posed evil of the common law, and 
therefore it ought to be liberally con­ 
strued." 
The good judge’s cautious 
reference to the ‘‘supposed evil" of 
the common law- which act was de­ 
signed to remedy is quite delicious.
